FORTK IS A STAYER. 



Saow fell on such of the legrulars as wended 
their way to the Harlem racetrack yesterday at 
the hoar of 1:15 d. m. A man remarked “It’s 
all riff bt to cool off the heroes of Santiago, but 
sleet is rather rubbing it in.” The only persons 
oblivious of the fact that cold, disagreeable 
weather has arrived are the street car officials, 
and these have slight chance of salvation, 
when they are judged for continuing in use 
their pneumonia producing conveyances. 

Soo n after two o’clock the sky cleared some- 
what, and the day thereafter was a compara- 
tively bright one. The track was simply hor- 
rible, and the horses’ hoofs sank deep into the 
soil. Water slopped everywhere. There was no 
fire in the betting ring, but the “hot ones’’ made 
good for this, and “Virginia’’ Carroll was so 
heated up- after being singed on the first race 
that he told a dollar bettor who tried to wager 
on Nannie L’s sister to “Go see General Miles,’’ 
facetiously referring to a ‘ field’’ bookmaker 
who chances to resemble the general of the 
United States army. 

Weather conditions do more to injure racing 
th other unfavorable influences com- 

bined, and it seems a pity that The Columbia 
Stakes, $l,.500 added, two and one-eighth miles, 
should have come up for decision when the 
track was a quagmire. The Harlem people 
had here given up more money than has here- 
tofore this season been in sight at Chicago for 
the class of horses engaged. But there was 
nothing to do but run the race, as racing as- 
sociations everywhere announce, ‘ race rain or 
shine,” in this matter being handicapped as 
against the managers of trotting, who invari- 
ably postpone big stake eveats in cases of bad 
weather. 

So to the post yesterday to run for $1,503 first 
money, $W0 second money and $100 third money, 
galloped five horses. The opinion as to the 
winner is best told by the betting, no horse 
ever standing at less than 2 or more than 6 to 1. 
Frank Jaubert was a great tip, and he finally 
went to the post the favorite. The nieht before 
the race L. A. Legg, who sold this horse to his 
present owner. A. Shields, declared that he 
“wasn’t much” and that he had been glad to 
get rid of him at $400. Frank Jaubert had been 
especially prepared for this race, but knowing 
this John Glenn laid 13 to 5 at the post, other 
bookmakers having up 11 to 5. And Frank 
Jaubert was never better than “absolutely,” 
although until the last three-eighths he had 
Croesus for company. The horses started oa 
their long journey in a driving rainstorm, the 
falling drops feeling like ice-cold pellets. 

Boanqrges went out and ran the first mile as 
fast as Moch had covered the distance. He 
was here nearly one sixteenth of a mile in front 
of Forte, he eight lengths better than Elusive, 
she six lengths ahead of the others. Such 
cheering and yelling as now rent the air have 
seldom been heard, and people forgot the storm 
and were soundly soaked, as they voiced the 
cries of “I guess they will catch him— nit” 
“Why, he's only galloping,” etc. But catering 
the backstretch with three quarters of a mils 
to be traversed to where the money was hung 
up, t!’|^»artisano of Dunne began to dance and 
howl4^Pe'll git him,” Eat him up Forte” and 
sure enough the tremendous gap had closed 
and Forte was only ten lengths behind Boan- 
erges. Creeping were the horses, but the 
leader was weakening at every stride. At the 
far turn Forte callarei him, and the race was 
over, Boanerges stopping to a walk, while 
Forte came on steadily and walked home 
lengths better than Croesus, who just beat 
Elusive for the second money. Boanerges was 
fourth, away back and Frank Taubert pulled 
up was at the sixtoerth post. It was the long- 



est distance race run in Chicago for many 
years. 

Things warmed up about the first race when 
E l Wagner reached the course and went “up 
and down the valley” of the seventeen regular 
bookmakers betting on The Pride, backing this 
son of Dundee from 5 down to 2 to 1. “Skeets” 
Martin was up, and the good thing went 
through. The Pride was first at a breakaway ; 
first at the start, and first all the way. As he 
won pulling up by many lengths he could have 
been left standing at the post and still got the 
money. Sam Lazarus Esq., the “good thing” 
of the St. Louis party, got off none too well but 
ran second, beating Phidias, third, by twenty 
lengths. Judge Wofford, whipping, was just 
behind Phidias. Nannie L’s Sister started in 
this race and ran fifth. This mare was barred 
at Hawthorne, the officials there saying, “She 
has no name,” despite the fact that as Nannie 
L’s Sister she has run at several recognized 
Turf Congress tracks. The case is to be pre- 
sented to the Board of Appeals, (’arnero, the 
6 to 5 favorite, was never in the hunt. 

Barney Schreiber recently sold Dr. Marks to 
J. J. Donovan and threw Moch in to give good 
weight. In the second race yesterday the 
former owner of Moch laid the longest price in 
the ring against the horse and the new owner 
backed him. Moch led all the way, and Donovan 
won out his recent purchase, while Schreiber 
lost on the race. The latter when asked, 
“When did you sell Moch?” answered sardon- 
ically, “I don’t sell horses. I give ’em away.” 
Bethlehem Star gave Moch an argument for a 
time, '^hen Chauncey Fisher ran second the 
remainder of the way. Overland gave Bethle- 
hem Star a losing argument lor the third 
money. 

In the third race Graziella went out in front 
a*nd led to the last eighth. Coralis was second 
and Good Friend third to the far turn, where 
the first named began to stop and Heigh Ho 
came up. A sixteenth out Good Friend, having 
Graziella beaten, looked a sure winner, the 
moie so as Heigh Ho was directly behind her. 
Some folks say that J. Reiff cannot hold up a 
horse’s bead, but now the midget not only did 
this, but steered Heigh Ho clear of Good Friend 
and so beat her on the post. Lucid caught and 
beat the tired Graziella for third money. 

Verify was so strongly backed by Leo Mayer 
and others that Timemaker advanced from 4 to 
5 to 6 to 5. To a good start for all except Queen 
of Song (left at the post). Verify took the lead 
attended by Boney Boy. At the far turn Verify 
led by three lengths, Boney Boy f^ur lengths 
ahead of Timemaker, the others out of it. Soon 
after entering the straight Boney Boy collared 
Verify and Mr. Bradley said: “If my colt can get 
to the inside fence, he will win.” Seaton took 
Boney Boy there (in doing so, getting so close to 
Verify that bets were made after the race that 
he would be disqualified), and seeming to be 
winning at the last sixteenth, was nailed and 
beaten to the wire by Timemaker upon which 
horse “Cass” Sloan rode a great finish. Jolly 
Roger, coming strongly at the end, got third 
money. 

Pinar del Rio, oft' second, always held Free 
Lady safe in the last race and when the latter 
quit in the homestretch, had plenty left to stall 
off the bold bid of Mary Kinsella, and win the 
race. Hindoonet was third nearly all the way 
and so finished. Free Lady and Barataria were 
close behind Hindoonet. 

The business of the day was dispatched 
promptly and the last race was over by five 
o’clock. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



Sunday’s Cincinnati Enquirer says: “Albert 
Franklin, trainer for ‘Hops’ Laudeman, wit- 



nessed the racing at Latonia yesterday, having 
arrived from New York in the morning. He 
has been racing some of Mr. Laudeman’s horses 
on the Metropolitan tracks since the close of 
the Washington Park meeting, and has had a 
good season of it. The six horses belonging to 
the Lexington bookmaker which have been in 
the east passed through the city on their way 
from Morris Park to Lexington, where they 
will go into winter quarters. The lot consists 
of the three-year-old Goodrich, the good two- 
year-olds, Onomastus and Cambria, and three 
yearlings. Goodrich was reported to have 
broken down while being prepared for a stake 
race at Harlem, but Mr. Franklin says that the 
report was erroneous. Instead, the colt burst 
a foot, but the mishap was so serious as to pre- 
clude further training. While in the east Good- 
rich was fired around the coronet above the in- 
jured foot, and he is now doing well. Mr. Frank- 
lin stopped off at Latonia to see his father, and 
went on to Lexington last night to look after 
his charges.”

$10,000. Rafaello was thought to be as good as 
Heliobas by his owner. Rafaello was taken 
sick at the same time as Heliobas, and did not 
start until recently at Newport. He has tried 
a half dozen times to break out of the maidens, 
but until yesterday failed. It is not within the 
range of p issibilities, however, that Rafaello 
will ever be as good a racehorse as Heliobas. — 
Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune. 

Speaking of the American bred colt Caiman’s 
success in the Middle Park Plate, Daily Rac- 
ing Form suggested it might have the effect of 
making him the winter favorite for next year’s 
Epsom Derby. This was erroneous for the very 
sufficient reason that by some oversight he was 
not entered in the chief race of the world.
